A rise In rape incident 1?

allel with the national trend 
for 1961.

Tn an annual report re­ 
leased by the Federal Bu­ 
reau of investigation statis­ 
tics show rape incidents in 
Torrance rose from a total 
of nine in 1960 to sixteen 
last year.

Murder, during this same 
period, dropped from five 
cases to three.

Burglarv took a sharp 
hike from 1.169-do 1.183: 
robbery dropped from 46 to 
•°>9 cases; larceny jumped 
from 526 to 5;W; aggravated 
assaults, down from -18 to' 
42; and auto thefts fell from 
a total of 340 to 324 cases'.
